WRITES ON A VARIETY OF SUBJECTS WHICH INCLUDE ART, THEATER, 
LITERATURE, POLITICS, SOCIOLOGY AND WOMEN S AFFAIRS. ALTHOUGH 
DR. CAMARGO'S ORIENTATION IS MAINLY EUROPEAN-SHE HOLDS 
A PH.D. IN PHILOSOPHY FROM THE BORDEAUX ACADEMY-HER 
INTEREST IN THE LIFE AND CULTURE OF THE U.S. HAS BEEN 
CONSISTENTLY HIGH. 

GIVEN THIS BACKGROUND THE POST SUGGESTS: VISITS TO THE SCHOOLS 
OF JOURNALISM AT COLUMBIA AND AT THE UNIVERSITY OF MISSOURI;
